and the only way to attain “ ceiestial glory.“ 
is a sad commentary on that venerable docu- 
ment, and a suggestion of dangerous weak- 
ness.

When we talk about celestial glory, we talk of 
the condition of endless increase. If we obtain 
celestial glory in the fullest sense of the word, 
then we have wives and children in eternity: 
we have the power of endless lives granted unto 
us,—the power of propagauou that will endure 
through ali eternity, all being fathers and 
mothers in eternity; tatbers of fathers and 
mothers of mothers, Kings and queens, priests 
and priestesses, and shall I say more? Yes, all 
becoming gods. For this is the power of God; 
it is the power by which God presides over the 
universe and fills the universe with power, and 
which we pray unto Him to bestow upon us. 

That is, the proprietor of a harem on 
Earth may 

TAKE IT WITH HIM TO HEAVEN, 


and thus attain Cannon’s idea of celestial 
happiness. Mr. Cannon continued: 

Some men think they can slip around,—I have 
heard such men taik,—they think they are going 
to get into the celestial kingdom without obey- 
ing the law of celestial marriage. I do not have 
any such ideas about exaltation; and yet | am 
perfectly satisfied there are meu who will be 
counted worthy of that glory that never hada 
wife. There are men probably in this world 
now who will receive exajtation, who never had 
a wife at all,or probably had but one. But 
what is necessary for suchacase? It must be 
‘perfection before God, and a proof of willing- 
ness on their part if they had the opportunity.” 

Here we have it, authoritatively, that no 
one can attain celestial glory unless, oppor- 
tunity offering, he establish a harem here on 
Earth. of 

That the innate ‘womanly instincts of the 
bulldozed sex revolt against the crime, I can- 
not doubt from a careful study of the ques- 
tion and conversation with many. Hear how 
Mr. Cannon, in the same sermon, enweavors 
to brace up the poor, deluded, abused, and 
helpless creatures. He says: 

There are a great many things that would not

THE PRESIDENTS CONDITION. 

‘The public mind seems to have settled 
down to the conviction that the President's 
recovery is assured. Unfortunately there is 
still reason to doubt, and it does not seem 
prudent to cultivate a belief that may result 
in a sudden disappointment, and consequent- 
ly a great shock. Those who read merely 
the two or three official bulletins which are 
sent out by the physicians in charge find a 
certain reassurance in all of them. Whether 
or not these doctors have intended to convey 
just the impression which the people have 
gathered it is not possible to say; but, in any 
event, most people appear to ignore the fact 
that the President’s condition is still exceed- 
ingly critical. The advices which come from 
others near to the President, whose opinions 
are valuable, have had a despondent tone dur- 
ing the past two days, and not the least alarin- 
ing featuré is that the President himself 
seemed to be losing heart. “Do you think it 
worth while to keep up this fight for life?“ is 


the question he is reported to have asked his 
old friend Dr. Boynton, who naturally and 


properly encouraged him. That question 
sounded almost like a cry of despair, It 
seemed to indicate that the President is 
growing weary of the struggle, If it was 
prompted by physical weakness and the low- 
spirited condition natural to such a state, 
even then it has a sad significance. 

Dr. Boynton, the President's old damily 
physician, and Dr. §usan Edson, Mrs. Gar- 
field’s physician the President’s most 
constant nurse, tk more frankly than the 
syndicate of doctors who unite in taking 
official charge of the case. Dr. Boynton has 
deen the first to give the public an intelli- 
gent idea of the actual weakness and pros- 
tration of the patient. The public did not 
know till yesterday that the brave and light- 
hearted sayings which have been telegraphed 
all over the country were uttered in a low 
and feeble voice. The public has been 
kept in ignorance of the fact that the Presi- 
dent has been suffering several days from 
partial peritonitis,—‘*circumscribed peri- 
tonitis,”’ Dr. Boynton calls it.—an internal 
inflammation which greatly aggravates the 
case. Mrs. Edson, a skilled physician and 
experienced nurse, has not the cheerful tone 
which the others assume in talking of the 
President’s condition. She says that the 
patient constantly gives signs of great weari- 
ness, and that he is not so nopeful as he was 
in the earlier days of his prostration. He 
merely takes his food when it is offered to 
him now, but does not ask for it nor appear 
to relish it. These and other incidents re- 
lated by these two intimate and devoted 
friends of the President and his family indi- 
cate: that a dangerous lassitude and inditfer- 
ence are growing upon the sick man. When 
a strong mind and vigorous constitution 
yield to those influefices of prostration, only 
the optimist ‘can take a cheerful view of the 
case. : 

The President may get well, That is 
probably a fair statement of the case now, as 
it has been from the first. It is character- 
istic of the American people to accept the 
most roseate view of things when it accords 
with their ardent wishes. It is becoming in 
this case to hope. It is proper for those who 
surround the President to encourage him to 
continue his fight for life. But it is not. wise 
tor the public to deceive itself about his 
actual condition. It has been critica! from 
the moment the slug of the bulldog' re- 
volver penetrated into his body and. struck 
him down, and is so still, It is not well that 
his death, if it occur, shall come upon the 
people with the same shock as the first an- 
nouncement that-he had been assasinated. It 
will 
be on his feet again. So long as he 
lies unable to move, sleeping under 
the influence of morphine, suffering great 
pain when awake, speaking scarcely above a 
whisper, indifferent to the nourishment that 
is given him, occasionally flighty and wan- 
dering in his mind, and with temperature and 
pulse which at some time every day rise toa 
dangerous hight, the American people should 
be prepared for the worst, though they hope 
for the best.

THE STAR-ROUTE SWINDLEBS. 

Now that the President is hoped to be upon 
the road to recovery, and the public attention 
is agaiß left free to be given to other matters 
of a political nature, It is of the highest im- 
portance that the star-route swindlers should 
not be forgotten, especially as they appear to 
have counted upon the infamous deed of the 
wretch Guiteau to save them from the pend- 
ing prosécution.

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POLITICAL LUNACY. 

American politics has develo ped many ec- 
centricities, but we think there has never 
been anything so utterly aimless as the ate 
tempt to keep alive the so-called Greenback 
or Fiat party. It is hard to believe thata 
State Convention has been held under the 
auspices of that singular organization, and a 
full State ticket has been nominated in Wis- 
consin. In the name of all that is reason- 
able, to whatend? There can be no hope of 
success for such a faction in Wisconsin. Men 
waste their votes who go through the form 
of depositing a Fiat ballot at election, and 
others waste their time and money who get 
up the conventions and conduct a campaign. 
The name of the Fiat party may be of some 
use in certain sections of the South where a 
majority of the people desire to pro- 
test against Bourbon rule and have not 
the moral courage to do so under 
the name of Republicans. Even there 
any other designation would serve as well as 
„Fiat.“ But in Wisconsin, or in any other 
State where the ballot is free, it is sheer folly 
to maintain a party organization whose aim

the whole party vote were concentrated in a 
single district. 

What is there that a Fiat party can accom- 
plish ?

SHOOTING AT CADAVERS. 

Mr. John Swinton, Communist, who ts a 
sort of chronic grumbler, has sent a com- 
munication to the New York Sun, the bur 
den of which is a strenuous complaint 
against Prof. Weisse, of the University 
Medical College; for experimenting with a 
pistol upon cadavers in order to ascertain 
the direction which bullets take and the 
organs they are liable to injure.

has a iandable scientific purpose in 
view in either case? As the “stiffs” into 
which Prof. Weisse shoots his harmless 
bullets would be eut into fragments any 
way. what harm is ddpe by first perforating 
them with builete? It Prof. Weisse were 
shooting away at his eadavers merely to im-

Even the living are 
so debilitated that they have little strength 
to do anything, anda temporary gloom has 
settled down upon the roasted city.

and Columbus, and west and south of us 
from Caire, Quincy, Burlington, Keokuk, 
and other places, In this dreadful afflic- 
tion, our sister cities have our heart- 
felt sympathy and commiseration, all the 
more so because we can send them no boreal 
help. We would like to dispatch them our 
cooling breezes which come down to us from 
Manitoba in refreshing waves and take Lake 
Michigan on their route, adding its bracing 
qualities to their’ original coolness.

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B noms of sodium is a favorit remedy for 
seasickness recommended of late years by the 
facuity in New York. The use of it in large 
doses ranging from thirty to ninety grains bas 
become quite a common practive among séa- 
voyagers.. Doses of ten, fifteen, or twenty grains 
are not considered sufficient, and 100 grains are 
often taken. Dr. Beard recom nends that the 
bromide should be taken before sickness is felt. 
The use ot the remedy may be checked, or at 
least the enthusiasm of some who have tried it 
restrained, by a sad result of overdosing with it 
recently reported. The New York Times reports 
the facts.as follows: 

Dr. Frederick Reed, of Hartford, committed 
suicide at sea, on June (. while on a voyage to the 
Azores in a suiling-vessel, by jumping oterboard 
in a fit of mental aberration, caused, it is be- 
lieved, by the exc@ssive quantity of browide of 
sodium be bad taken,—no less than eleven ounces. 
Symptoms insanity appeared two weeks be- 
fore bis tragic death, when be had been but a 
few days at sea, and a man was detailed to keep 
bim under observation, whose vigilance be eluded 
by a trick of insane cunning. The case has 
aroused considerable interest in the practice of 
using bromide of sodium as a preventive of sea- 
sickness. 

Dr. Beard is, however, confident that the 
bromide will do all that is claimed for it and in- 
jure nobody, if it is used and not abused. He 
intends shortly to sail for Europe, and will dose 
himself with bromide, thus showing his faith by 
his works. 
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Mr. WILTIIAu H. KERNAN has written one 
of his customary paroxysmaj articles for the 
Cincinnati Gazette on the subject of the debt of 
Tennessee. It is almost unnecessary to say that 
Mr. Kernan, being a Southern geatieman by 
adoption and “aman of honah, sah!" does not 
believe in paying debts, whether State or mu- 
nicipal.

SUPPRESSING COMMUNISM IN LEIPSIC. 
Spectal to London Times. * 
BERLIN, June 29.—Acting on a well-under- 
stood hint from Berlin, the Saxon Govern- 
ment, without waitmg, as was expected of 
it, till the general elections are over, has at 
last declared Lelpsie to be in a minor state 
of siege for the provisional space of a year, 
in accordance with the Socialistic law. Thus 
the three chief cities of North Germany, 
Berlin, Hamburg, and Leipsic, not to speak 
of certain other minor localities, are now 
subject to that clause of the measure in ques- 
tion which declares that the police may sum- 
marily expel from them all persons from 
whom “an imperiling of publie security 
and order is to be apprehended.” Sim- 
ultaneously with the above intima- 
tion appears a decree of the Dresden 
police banning the speech delivered by 
the Extreme Socialist, Herr Bebel, in the 
Reichstag on the 4th of April last on the Ac- 
cident Assurance bill, as reprinted in pam- 
phlet form at the headquarters of his revolu- 
tionary party in Ziirich, In Dresden and 
Nuremberg the police have been very busy 
lately making domiciliary searches, and two 
Imperial Deputies of Social Democratic per- 
suasion have lately been arrested, while one 
or two others, it is said, fearful evidently of 
meeting with a similar fate, have sagaciously 
taken berthsin Atiantic-going steamers. It 
would thus seem that among other means of 
influencing the coming elections the Govern- 
ment is resolved to make a rigorous applica- 
tion of the Socialist Law, and to use all its 
legal powers of coercion with those against 
whoan it is directed, instead of attempting to 
disarm them by concession.

® PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 13.— The com- 
mander of the long-lost whaler Mount Wal- 
listone, referred to in a San Francisco dis- 
atch to-day, was Capt. — F. Nye, of 
assachusetts, whose nephew, Frederick 
Eaton, is a resident of this city. In conver- 
sation this evening Mr. Eaton gave an inter- 
esting sketch of the intrepid sailor whose 
fate is still enshrouded in mystery. Capt. 


Nye is a native of Pocasset, a village in the 


suburbs of Sandwich, Mass., and is about 63 


ears of age. He has been a whaler since 


10 was 9 years of age, and has ac- 


cumulated a handsome fortune, va- 


riously estimated at from $250,000 
to $300,000, “Although no trace of Capt. 
Nye has been found,” said Mr. Eaton, “ his 
family do not give him up for lost, as he has 


Several times had such remarkable escapes 


from death that he has always been looked 
upon us a very lucky man. Ile has made a 
number of voyages to the Arctic Ocean and 
been shipwrecked there three times, but 
always came out all right. He has also 
sailed in the South Paciltic; and while on a 
cruise upon one occasion a whale was struck 
and Capt. Nye took a crew in asmall boat 
to recover it. A storm sprang up, and they 
were driven away from the ship, and re- 
mained in the open boat fortwenty-one days. 
Capt. Nye, with his jack-knife, cut a piece of 
wood from the gunwale and made a sort of 

uadrant, and steered to the Philippine 
slands. The boat only had two days’ pro- 
visions aboard, and the men suffered terri- 
bly. The Captain, who usually weighed 
about 160 ae was reduced to about sixty 
pounds when he reached the islands. He 
found a vessel just about starting for Liver- 

ool, and shipped on it, and from 
ingland came to America, where he started 
on another cruise before his first ship had re- 
turned from the Indian Ocean. Just after

Ochotek Sea, when he was attacked by 

Rebel cruiser Shenandoah, commanded 
by va at Wardell. Wor 2 just been 
brought by another whaler Lee had sur- 
rendered and the war was over, dut Warde!l 
persisted in driving Capt. Nye and his crew 
off their vessel, and then burned it. Nye was 
very plucky, and called Wardell a pirato for 
destroying his ship. The plan of the Rebel 
cruiser was to attack a whaling fleet, and, 
after driving all the crews together upon one 
vessel, to burn the rest. Nye knew this, and 
he was aware that the rest of the fleet were 
only a short distance away and would be de- 
stroyed. He called for a volunteer crew, 
and, as soon as night came, they started to 
warn the rest of the whalers, which they did 
successfully, and the vessels all escaped ex- 
cept the Susan and Mary, which Wordell 
burned also. For this act of courage, 


by which a large amount of prop 


erty was saved, Capt. Nye was 
handsomely remunerated by the marine un- 
derwriters of the United States. In 1876 
Capt. Nye r vessel aud sent it 
around to Honolulu, while he proceeded 
Overland to San Francisco, and from there 
went to join his ship, the Cleone. He sailed 
to the Arctic Ocean, where the ship was 
driven ashore and he was forced to return to 
San Franciscoon the Helen Mar, having 
saved only the whalebone he had caught. 
As soon as the next season opened he went 
up te where the Cleone had been driven 
ashore, and found that all his oil 
had been saved by the Esquimaux for bim. 
He was on very friendly terms with them, 
and they had a. great regard for ‘Cappy 
Nye,’ as they called him. ‘This was owing 
to many acts of kindness he had shown 


them, and his efforts to prevent the unneces- 


sary killing of the walrus, which forms their 
principal food. They were very grateful for 
this, and would do almost anything for 
him, and this leads his family to believe 
that he has been sheltered by them, either 
on Herald Island or somewhere in that 
vicinity. On the ist of August, 1879, 
he started on the Mount Wallaston, in com- 
pany with the Vigilant, for the Arctic 
Ocean, and on Oct. 10 in the same year they 
were caught in the ice about eighty miles 
northeast by east of the spot—fifty miles 
soutliwestof Herald Isiand—where the Jean- 
nette was last seen. Since then nothing has 
been heard of either vessel until to-day. 
Last year Capt. Nye’s family wished to pro- 
bate his will, but his wife would not permit 
it until seven years had passed. We are in 
hopes that he will turn up all safe, and bring 
with him an Esquimaux attendant, as he 
used to when he returned from a voyage to 
the Arctic Ocean.’

To inform the 
audience in this matter I would suggest that 
these regulations be posted in conspicuous posi- 
tions in the dall; possibly the sounding- 
board behind the orchestra might be 
used to print the foliowing: “Keep still 
when the music is going. Mind the signal 
bell. Two strokes mean silence.“ My second 
Suggestion is, that at the intermissions each 
person may estimate whether he can remain 
where he is until the next intermission.

SAFE-BLOWING. 


A Successful Haul at the Adams & 


Westiake Factory. 

The office of the Adams & Westlake Manu- 
facturing Company's works, at the corner of 
North Franklio and Ontario streets, was the 
scene about 2 o'clock yesterday morning of a 
well-planned and successfully-executed job of 
“ safe-blowing,’’—a species of criminal industry 
whieh has become exceedingly popular of late. 
Entrance was gained at a window in the north- 
east corner of the office, which is on the 
main floor of the building, and in the 
northeast corner thereof. The men prob- 
ably kept an eye upon the patrolman 
whose beat passes the estublishinent, and when 
he was not in sight slid the window latch, hoisted 
the window, and entered. The first thing done 
was to capture the watchman, Joseph Kreuse- 
lein. This was easily dope as he was about to 
enter the office;sfrom the factory by covering 
him with revolvers and bidding him sileut or 
take the consequences in the shape ‘of a few 
leaden pills. was bound hand: and foot. 
bucked and gagged, and laid quietly away out 
of harm’s way. The men, four of them, with 
masked faces, then set to work drilling two 


holes through the door of the safe. This done, 


they inserted me wider, touched it off, 
and the doors yielded in a way that left the re- 
mainder of the work easy of accomplishment. 
Gathering up the tin cash boxes which the 
‘vpening of the door disclosed, the burglars 
made their exitthrough the basement and out 
under the sidewalk to the corner of Kingsbury 
and Ontario streets, wherejthey broke open the 
boxes, pocketed the contents, and Geparted. 

The total loss in cash is about $500, one-fifth of 
which belonged to an employé of the establish- 
ment, and a few papers, leases, etc., of value to 
no one but the oWners. Of the meu there is as 
yet no clew, andthe watchman is unavie from 
fright and excitement ti give any description of 
them. He simply knows that they had

It is 
understood that arrangements are being per- 
fected for a test case, and that the question of 
the legality of the law will be taken to the 
United States Courts for decision. THe TRIBUNE 


reporter interviewed yesterday the managing 


agent of one of the largest transportation lines 
in the city rewarding the effect, from the vessel- 
men’s standpoint, the ordinance weald have on 
commerce, and also as to wha® line of policy his 
company intended to tale. He said: Our Com- 
pany will try anda ovéy the ordinance, but if, by 
the closing of the bridges, any of our boats are 
delayed from twent:-four to thirty-six hours 
in port by reason thereof we certainly shall 
sud tite city for the loss of time. The citizens, 
espegially in the morning. wuen going to work, 
should de allowed suilicient time to cross the 
river in order to get to their places of business; 
but In the evening a few minutes’ delay at the 
bridges works them no pecuniary loss, while to 
outgoing and incoming vessels the delay of an 
hour may cost them hundreds of dollars. I 
think the ordinance will prove a great detri- 
ment to the commercial! business of tho city. 
The big kick agaiust the law will come from tho 
grain-shippers, who, having grain to ship, will 
be compelled to pay the storage, as vesselmen 
will refuse to be responsible in case they cannot 
reach the elevators before 6 p.m. I believe, in 
case the law is tested, that it will be decided by 
the United States Courts that the ordinance in- 
terferes wiih navigation. and is, therefore, 
legal and void.” ‘This gentieman'’s view 
seeus to be that of all interested in either 
steanior sail craft. But until the ordinance is 
declared illegal and void (and regarding that 
there is quite a difference of opinion between 
the authorities and vesselmen) the citizens 
will enjoy the pleasure, when going home in 
the evening, of not having to wait by reason of 
open bridges.

even a greater number of boys were sent out 
of the Territory for the same instruction, as 
here their improvement from day to day will 
be seen and appreciated by those older than 
themselves, and will more immediately affect 
the habits and customs of the Indians.“ Com- 
mander Glass finedand imprisoned one of 
the indian Chiefs to stop, if possible, the 
burning of indians denounced as witches,

HYDROPHOBIA’S HORRORS. 


Michael MicMiahon’s Hearful Death 
from the Bite of a Mad Dog. 

The horrible death by hydrophobia of Michael 
McMahon at the County Hospital was mentioned 
in yesterday's Trisune. Dr. Lee was seen in 
reference to the case at his office last evening. 
He was first cailed in to attend the deceased 
Monday morning, and found him suffering from 
pains along both sides of the spine and extend- 
ing into the left shoulder. There were also 
pains, as of rheumatism, at the back of the neck. 
McMahon confessed to baving been on a con- 
tinuous spree for six days, a porton of which 
time be had lain out upon the prairie in damp 
situations, and it was to this he attributed his 
malady. The Doctor at once suspected 
tetanus, or lock-jaw, which is sometimes the 
result of exposure, and frequently the result of 
an injury. McMahon, however, denied having 
been injured. To carry his 
farther, the Doctor asked the patient if be could: 
swallow. He promptly replied that he could 
not, and that he had been unabie to drink water 
since the day before. Some water was brought 
bim. and be put the cup to his lips bravely 
enough, and took some into his mouth. On the 
instant he dashed the cup from him, ejected the 
water from his mouth with great force, and 
wentintoa spasm, which, however. was not of 
long continuance. The Doctor concluded it was 
hydrophobia, and, giving the pour man a few 
words of encouragement, passed into the next 
room and asked his wite if he had 
been bitten bya dog recently. She replied 
that he had. In the evening, Dr. 
Lee made another call, in company with Drs. 
Bridge and Murpby. The water experiment 


was repeated, and then Dr. Bridge, taking off | 


his hat, fanned_the patient, who at once ordered 
him to desist., A spasm passed over the man’s 
frame, and, as soon as it bad passed away, the 
Doctor suddenly fanned him again. Mo abon 
grew quite exasperated, and complained griev- 
ously about the Doctor bBurting him. lt was 
agreed that the patient should be removed to 
the County Hospital, as his house was small and 
his family poor,and but little able to care for 
him during a spell of sickness. While McMahon 
was dressing, — to making the trip, 
Dr. Bridge 2 him und 
gently on his bare back. 
turned on bim like a tiger, 
the Doctor had to dodge pretty lively to escape 
a blow whicb he launched out at him. Ur. Mur- 
. who accompanied MeManon in the carriage 
to tne County Hospital, had a trying experience | 
with him. He grew rapidly worse, spasms were 
more frequent, and at the corner of Asbland 
avenue and Congress street be jumped from 
the hack and darted off ata lively pace. It was 
with great diliculty that he was finally got to 
the hospital, and his condition was then so bad 
that a struit- jacket bad to be fitted to him. 
The pulse was throbbing viviently at the rate of 
100 beats per minute, and respiration was short 
and quick.

The extraordmary Wer- 
tion put forth by the man soon tired him, how- 
ever, and he fell back thoroughly exhausted, 
and, in this condition, shortly atterwards died.

GARFIELD’S INSURANCE. 


How an Indianvnapoli® Man Secured 
Him fer a $25,000 Life Policy—His 
$500 Policy in the Days of Poverty. 

Indianapolie Review. 

On Tuesday afternoon the Review, in the 
office of C. M. Randall, State Ageut for the 
New York Insurance Company, in the Tal- 
bott Block, met L. C. Hopkins, the agent of 
that Company who secured the $25,000 policy 
on the life of President Garfield.
